would like to do, he said—get credit 
and thereby restore her own confi­ 
dence and the confidence

world in her. 
Such credit is more 
significant in the spirit with which 
it is granted than the sum 
given, 
though it must be ample and for 
long term—thirty to forty years— 
since it will take Germany iuto the 
next generation to 
become 
again 
somewhere near normal industrial­ 
ly. he pointed out. 
In his opinion, 
self interest alone ought to convince 
the rest of the world it is necessary 
to re-establish her credit, as other­ 
wise Germany will be 
unable 
to 
meet her obligations. 
“Germany today is in the position 
of an industrial enterprise, which, 
though sound and strong in founda­ 
tion, has—whether by some fault or 
not may be left out of the question 
—undergone 
a 
series 
of 
heavy 
loases, in consequence of which It 
has run Into ddfits considerably ex­ 
ceeding its own 
resources,” 
said 
Herr Krupp von Bohlen. "No man­ 
aging director of such a concern 
with any sense of his responsibility 
in its future would think of starting 
anew by spending all %ls working 
stock in order to pay his 
present 
liabilities. 
On the 
contrary,

would try to secure new means in 
order to enlarge his present stock 
and meet his past and present obli­ 
gations by the future products of 
his works. 
Will Teat New Generation 
“Germany has been crippled by 
the war and it is for the new gener­

will have to bear the greatest part 
of the present burdens, 
which

paid off by the present generation, 
wounded and bled as it is after five 
years of warfare, would kill us and 
our offspring, thus preventing Ger­ 
many’s present creditors from get­ 
ting the great part of what is their 
due.”

Production In Alaska Has 
Fallen Off Greatly In 
Last Two Years 


WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 
12 — The 
Alaskan mining industry in 1918 ha» 
just been set forth In detail in a 
report by the U. S. Geological Sur­ 
vey, departm ent of the interior. Reg­ 
ular mining may be said to have be­ 
gun in Alaska in 1880, when the 
Juneau gold placers were first ex­ 
ploited. 
It is estim ated th at since 
that time mineral wealth has been 
produced to the value of more than 
$418,000,000. 
The mineral production of the ter­ 
ritory in 1918 was valued at only 
$28,253,961. 
This output was almost 
$12,500,000 less than that for 1917 
and was the 
smallest since 1914. 
The decrease was chiefly in copper, 
the production of which fell from 
88,783,400 pounds, valued at 24,240,- 
598, in 1917 to 69.224.951 pounds, val­ 
ued at $17,098,563 in 19IS. 
The re­ 
duction in the output of copper was 
due to shortage of labor and ships. 
The production of 
gold decreased 
from 709,050 minces, valued at $14,- 
657,353, in 1917 to 458.641 ounces, 
valued at $9,480,953, in 1918, and was 
the sm allest since 1904. 
The reduc­ 
tion in the output of gold was due 
chiefly to curtailm ent of operations 
because of the scarcity of labor and 
the high cost of materials. 
There 
was a reduction in the output of sil­ 
ver and lead due to the decrease in 
gold and copper. 
The production of 
tin, tungsten and antimony showed 
a considerable decrease, the produc­ 
tion of antimony practically ceasing 
because of the inability of producers 
in the interior 
of Alaska to com­ 
pete with tho cheaper foreign pro­ 
duct. 
The production of coal in­ 
creased from 53,955 tons, valued at 
$265,317. in 1917 to 75.606 tons, val­ 
ued at $411,850, iii 1918, and was the] 
largest in the history of mining in 
Alaska. 
Petroleum continued to be 
produced from the single patented 
claim near Kataila, anil tho local re­ 
finery was operated on about the 
customary scale. 
The production of 
marble and gypsuiix in southeastern 
Alaska was somewhat less than in 
1916. 
Chromite was mined in about 
the same amount as in 1917. 
Th& 
production of platinum, which was 
begun in 1916, continued on an in­ 
creased scale, chiefly from the plac­ 
ers ia Seward Peninsula. 
A consid­ 
erable amount of palladium was re­ 
covered from copper ore from south­ 
eastern Alaska.

Reasons For Disappearance ° f the fact that the biological laws 
- — -

- 
- 
’■ hich operated for the extinction of 
bears, apply equally to men. 
Every day we have dem onstra­ 
tions of the fact th a t m ere strength 
and power w ithout corresponding in­ 
telligence is ruinous to the affairs of 
men, not only to the Individuals im­ 
m ediately 
concerned, 
but also to 
those less directly concerned. 
The 
rule or ruin policy of many men is 
just as dangerous to civilization ss 
it was to the w elfare of the race of 
grizzlies. 
The m an who boards or 
m anipulates necessities of life for 
exorbitant profits because he can, is 
showing no m ore intelligence than 
the bear. The coal operator who de­ 
crees the stagnation of industry and 
the suffering of millions of peopel 
for the purpose of great personal 
gain 
is 
unintelligent. 
The 
labor 
unions radical who stifles industry, 
kills production and brings cold and 
famine upon m illions of innocent 
people is still less intelligent be­ 
cause he is playing into the hands of 
the unscrupulous 
rich m an whom 
he professes to hate while at the 
same tim e he is underm ining the 
very foundations 
of national pros­ 
perity and existence. 
Undoubtedly if all grizzlies 
had 
been as wise as some they might 
have 
m aintained 
them selves 
for 
some tim e yet, even against supar- 


"The California grizzly is now ex­ 
tinct," is 
thedecl&ration of some 
naturalists. 
Concerning the disappearance of 
the grizzly, W. E. Allen 
of the 
Scripps Biological Institute at La 
Jolla, has w ritten the following: 
California boosters alw ays like to 
tell about the big things produced 
by their particular localities and by 
the state. 
It is also true th at all 
m ankind 
like 
to 
hear 
about big 
things. 
It is not strange then that 
reference to the California Grizzly 
Bear, 
the 
largest 
of 
the Grizzly 
tribe, should arouse a glow of pride 
in the loyal Californian and a thril­ 
ling in terest in the outsider. W ith­ 
in the personal knowledge of many 
men still living in California, this 
m agnificent anim al was so common 
to be a burden to stock raisers 
H H certain valleys. 
It is only about 
90 years since it is said to have 
paid frequent visits to ranches and 
cattle ranges in even 
the 
larger 
valleys 
such 
as the San Joaquin. 
C ertainly there 
are 
old 
residents 
who can rem em ber cases of cattle 
being killed and dragged' away by 
blears though they may not have 
seen the actual perform ance. 
Old settlers can give m any 
ac 
counts of thrilling experiences and 
narrow escapes during the period in 
which grizzlies w ere 
so num erous 
and courageous th at they made no 
great effort to keep away from mau. 
But at the present tim e even an old 
tim er would have a bard tim e to 
find a California Grizzly, if indeed 
it can be done.

California Grizzly Bear is now ex­ 
tinct. 
Had G reat Strength. 
H ere was an anim al of om nivor­ 
ous habits and hence well prepared 
for getting some sort

Of trem endous strength which en­ 
abled a larger individual to kill a 
horse or an ox a t one blow and to 
drag it aw ay for storage. 
Of as­ 
tonishing dexterity, whicjr enabled 
him to pick up w ith claws as lf with 
chop sticks, individual ants from be­ 
neath an overturned log or boulder, 
jjfif such quickness th at he can catch 
/tro u t 
from 
a 
stream 
or 
ground 
squirrels from a burrow. 
Of such 
speed th at he . ould outrun a horse 
for short distances on level ground 
and long distance on rough ground. 
And of such tenacity of life th at he 
has 
been 
repeatedly 
reported 
as 
fighting for some tim e after betag 
shot through the heart. 
Having WI 
these things in his favor, why 
Should he disappear from earth in 
lesg than half a century. 
T here are 
several reasons, the m ost im portant 
of which centers in th at enem y of 
nature, civilized man. 
For one thing, the grizzly was not 
very cautions nor very intelligent. 
W ith his ability to ignore attacks 
of other anim als before the coming 
of man w ith firearm s, he had no 
need for caution. 
Much the same 
is to be said about his brain develop­ 
m ent. 
Food of some sort could be 
easily secured and so required no 
particular planning. 
Enem ies were 
not feared and so required no par­ 
ticular w atching or deceiving 
It 
there w ere no trail through a wilder­ 
ness which he needed to traverse, 
his g reat strength enabled him to 
push through w ithout seeking 
for 
the easiest route. 
H aving less need 
for brains than m any anim als, he 
failed to develop them , hence 
he 
was easily trapped or easily trailed 
on a hunt. 
A fter some experience 
with man, surviving bears snowed 
m ore brain power, but too late to 
save the race. 
T rophies Sought. 
. Another great 
w eakness of the 
m izzly was his strength. 
T his was 
T o conspicuous 
as 
to not only a t­ 
trac t the enm ity of civilized man 
but of the savage as well 
Any 
• kind of grizzly was distinctly not­ 
able to the A m erican Indian, and 
the greatest badge of courage was a 
necklace of grizzly’s teeth secured 
by an Indian for himself. 
The w hite man eagerly brought 
to the hunt the same desire for a 
./trophy with a much safer m eans of 
getting it. 
At the same tim e 
he 
i cam e in ever increasing num bers 
which filled some of the m ost fruit­ 
ful ranges of the grizzly, thus 
at 
th e same tim e increasing the ani­ 
mals* enem ies and reducing its food 
supply. 
Since an anim al as large 
ss the grizzly requires great quan- 
ties of food, this reduction of food 
becam e a serious m atter. 
R ather slow production is another 
factor which ham pered the grizzly 
after invasion of his territory by the 
w hite man. 
In the main only one 
or two young were produced at a 
tim e and probably at two year in­ 
tervals. 
Furtherm ore, they had to 
be cared for rath er closely for about 
a year and did not reach m aturity 
for three or four years. H ence that

I hey know very well are practically 
certain to be needed sooner o r later, 
they seldom order any m ore 
than 
the actually needed, for necessary 
repairs. A little m ore fo rethought in 
this respect will pay large dividends 
in tim e and expense saved. 
“To pu t the 
whole th in g in a 
n utshell, ‘forethought* is all th ere is 
to N ational Im plem ent R epair W eek, 
says M. Eltiste & Son, Orange. 
“But with full co-operation on the 
p a rt of A m erican farm ers this kind 
of forethought will accom plish w on­ 
ders. 
“ It is impossible to sta te w ith any 
definiteness ju st w h at p ercen tag e of 
rep airs could be foreseen by a c a re ­ 
ful inspection during the slack se a ­ 
son.
